Debt Increased by 50,000,000 
Rubles in Line With Policy 
Against New Currency.

MOSCOW, March 5.—In line 
with its policy of issuing no new 
currency as a measure of stabiliz-, 
ing ‘the ruble, the Soviet Govern- 
ment today announced the issu- 
ance of a 650,000,000 ruble state 
loan for 1932. The loan is to be 
issued without interest, but with 
a lottery feature offering 111,000 
cash prizes totaling 54,324,000 
rubles over a period of 10 years. 
Twelve lottery drawings are to be

After conferring with police 
ficials of ten states and the Fed- 
eral Government, Governor A, 
Harry Moore said today it* was 
their belief and hope that the 
kidnaped Lindbergh baby would 
soon be restored unharmed to its 


parents. 
Governor Moore said that it 


was thé general Opinion of the as- 
senibled police officials, who came 
to the conference from as far 
away as Chicago, that the _ kid- 
naping was the work of amateurs 
and that they would soon realize 
their only chance of escape was to 
place the baby in some safe place 
and notify the authorities. 

The Governor's statement, issued 
some time after the conference was 


concluded, follows: 
“It is the general opinion of 


those who have given the fullest 


consideration to the known facts in 
the kidnaping crime that it has 
been committed by amateurs and 
not by professional criminals. It 
bears none of the earmarks of those 
practiced in crime, even though 
the result has been successfully 
achieved. 

Criminals in Constant Danger. 

“Police of every State in the 
Union and the long arm of the Fed- 
eral Government are united in the 
search for the criminals and the 
restoration of the child to its par- 
ents. 

“Tt is our belief that with this 
knowledge the kidnapers will soon 
recognize that their only hope for 
successful flight and safety lies in 
their giving up the child by some 
method that will assure its safe and 
uninjured return. So long as they 
retain the child they are in con- 
stant danger. 

“Tt? destruction would enormous- 
ly increase their guilt, their danger, 
and their certain ultimate retribu- 
tion to the law and avenging jus- 
tice. 

“Tt is our belief and hope that 
they will tmmediately deposit the

TOKIO, March 5.—~Baron Taku- 


ma Dan, managihs director of the 
House of Mitsui, which controls one 
of the world’s greatest fortunes and 
is Japan's leading commercial or- 
ganization, was shot and killed to- 
day in the heart of Tokio’s finan- 
cial district. 

The assassin was immediately ar- 
rested. He was Goro Hishinuma, 
21 years old. a farmer from the 
Ibaraki Prefecture, a rural distrig 


north of Tokio, whence also came 
the slayer of Junnosuke Inouye, 
former Minister of Finance, who 
was shot last month. 

Baron Dan was shot as he alight- 
ed from an automobile in front 
of the magnificent Mitsui Bank 
Building at 11:40 a. m. The youth 
fired one shot from aée revolver 
which struck the ' banker in the 
right breast. He was carried to a 
medical room inside the building 
and died 40 minutes iater. His 
wife and son were with him when 
he died. 
Police who questioned the assas- 
sin said his mind apparently had 
been inflamed by recent attacks on 
Dan in connection with large pur- 
chases of American dollars by the 
Mitsui interests just before Japan 
went off the gold standard in De- 
cember. Ultra-patriotic organiza- 
tions made much of the incident, 
saying it was detrimental to the 
welfare of the country. 
Dan was educated at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 
He was vice president of the Japan- 
American Society and a close 
friend of many leading American 
financiers. 
The assassin was clad in shabby 
occidental clothes. He hid near 
the entrance of the bank building 
and drew his pistol and fired as 
Dan walked across the sidewalk 
through a bustling business crowd. 
Bank policemen seized him imme- 
diately. . 
The nouse of Mitsul is by far the 
richest business organization in the 
Orient. It controls mines, banks 
raliroads, steamship lines, facto- 
ries and commercial houses of all 
sorts. Instead of saying “as rich 
as Rockefeller’’ the Japanese say 
“as rich as Mitsui.” 
Dan worked his way through the 
school at Boston a half century 
ago, becoming a mining engineer. 
It was through the Mitsui mining 
interésts that he rose to become 
managing director of the Mitsui- 
gomei Kaisha, holding corporation 
for all the diversified Mitsui enter- 
prises.

KIDNAPING MEASURE 


INTRODUCED IN U. $. HOUSE 
Ranso m; Death if Victim Is 

Harmed. 

By .the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, March 5. — A 
$50,0000 fine and 40 years’ impris- 
onment would be meted out to the 
kidiiaper of any child under 18° 
under a bill introdyged by Repre- 
sentative McLeod (Rep.), Michi- 
gan. Where ransom is demanded, 
he would -make the fine $60,000: 
the imprisonment life. 
Should kidnaping result in bod- 
ily harm or death of the child, 
death by hanging would be provid- 
ed. Use of the United States mails 
for kidnaping threats would be 
penalized by $50,000 fine or life 
imprisonment, ‘or both. Dropping 
a kidnaping letter into a “letter 
box or other authorized depository 
for mails’ would carry the same 
penalty as actually using the mails. 
Two kidnaping bilis have al- 
ready been introduced by Repre- 
sentative John J. Cochran (Dem.)

UNWVERSITY. CirY 
OUSTS WARD 
AS POLICE. HEAD 


Aldermen Dismiss Commis- 
sioner Who Has Been 
With the Department 
Since 1906. 


A protracted political fight over 
management of the University City 
Police Department reached a cli- 
max last night when the Board of 


Aldermen ousted George F. Ward, 
veteran policeman and commis- 
sioner in charge of the force, “for 
the good of the service” and for 
insubordination. . 

Ward had been in the depart- 
ment since the founding of the city 
in 1906, had been Chief of Police 
from 1921 to 1931, and since early 
in 1931 had been Commissioner. 
He still holds the elective office of 
City Marshal, which has _ been 
shorn of its power since his eléc- 
tion by act of the Board of Alder- 
men. His salary as Marshal is $1 
a@ year. 

The specific act which became 
the announced cause of Ward's re- 
moval was a letter written by him 
to an insurance company inquiring 
about a reward in a case involving 
recovery of $300 in stolen jewelry 
by two of his policemen. Ward 
freely admitted he had written the 
inquiry about the possibility of re- 
ward due his officers, but denied 
he had told the St. Louis Star that 
Mayor Eugene D. Ruth and his ad- 
visers were ‘“‘trying to force me out 
of office because I arrested a city 
official who was in their good 
graces.” 

Ruth and Board Explain. 

Ward submitted his resignation 
as Commissioner last December, to 
take effect six months later. This 
was following the inquiry letter to 
the insurance company. Mayor 
Ruth yesterday denied that resig- 
nation was demanded for political 
considerations, although it was not 
to be effective until after the al- 
dermanic primaries in April, and 
declared it was simply to. give 
Ward a probation period in which 
to satisfy the Board of Aldermen 
he “could conduct himself proper- 
ly as head of the Police Depart- 
ment.” 

Ward told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that when he was 
called last Thursday before the 
Board of Police Commissioners— 
Arthur E. Epps, chairman, and Ed- 
ward Schilling, member—he was 
asked whether or not he had made 
the statement ascribed to him by 
the St. Louis Star. He denied that 
he had. 

“At the meeting,” he said, “I 
noted that City Attorney Joseph 
Grand was there, and that a 
stenographer was also present. ] 
then asked the board to give mea 
continuance so that I could be rep- 
resented by counsel, ‘since the city 
had the benefit of the same privi- 
lege. The continuance was denied. 
I was asked a lot of questions and 
declined to answer them.” 

His dismissal by the Board of 
Aldermen followed. Capt. Charles 
Fred Chandler, another veteran of 
the force who has been Night 
Chief of Police, was appointed act- 
ing commissioner. 

The reorganization of the Police 
Department in December, 1930, by 
the Board of Aldermen, involved a 
curtailment of the powers of the 
City Marshal, who had been in 
charge of the force up to that date. 
By«the aldermanic act, the depart- 
men was placed under the Director 
of Public Safety a position created 
at that time. Fire Chief Walsh 
was made Director, so that he be- 
came the superior of Ward, who 
was named Commissioner of Police. 


NEW YORK LEGISLATURE VOTES 
TO MODIFY THE BAUMES LAW 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 5.—The 
New York Legislature has sent to 
Gov. Roosevelt .two bills designed 
to modify the Baumes law under 
which a mandatory sentence of life 
is imposed for a fourth felony con- 
viction. 

The State was one of the first to 
attempt to curb crime by putting 
its habitual criminals away for life. 
Its fourth offender act became ef- 
fective July 1, 1926.- Since that 
time, slightly more than 200 men 
have been sentenced under the act. 
Proponents of the law say most 
fourth convictions were for the fel- 
onies of burglary, robbery or lar- 
ceny; those seeking repeal point to 
instances of life sentences for com- 
paratively minor thefts in the 
fourth offense. ) 

The two measures were passed 
by the Senate after previous ap- 
proval by the Assembly. One 
would restore to the courts the 
power of determining the length or 
sentence; the other would estab- 
lish a minimum of 15 years and a 
maximum of life for a fourth of- 
fense, with the State Board of Pa- 
role to decide the eligibility for pa- 
role after the 15-year period has 
expired.

UU IN COSTS BY 
CITY AND SCHOOLS 


Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search Recommends Spe- 
cific Savings for Coming 
Fiscal Year. 


Seem 


Specific economies of $2,510,000 
for the coming fiseal year in the 
operation of the municipal govern- 
ment and the public schools are 
recommended by the Bureau of 
Municipal Research today in its 
public bulletin, “Mind Your Busi- 
ness.”” 

The bureau expresses the opinion 
that these savings can be made 
without crippling city activities or 
service. “‘While politcal objections 
can be voiced against the cuts out- 
lined,” says the bulletin; “‘they are 
economically sound and in the pub- 
lic interest. However, they can 
only be effected if they are sup- 
ported by united and active public 
opinion.”

For Saving on Purchases. 

An item by .item explanation of 
the suggested savings is made in 
the bulletin, as follows: 

“Purchasing—The amount spent 
for purchases of materials, sup- 
plies and equipment by the city and 
schools in .1930-31 amounted to 
more -than $6,000,000. Wholesale 
prices as of December, 1931, were 
20 per cent lower than the average 
wholesale prices in effect during 
the fiscal year 1930-31, and they 
have been declining steadily during 
the past two months. In view of 
the present emergency, it would 
seem that the city should get along 
without any increase in quantity of 
goods purchased over the year 
ended last,April. By the purchase 
of all commodities in large quanti- 
ties from the lowest and best bid- 
ders and by taking full advantage 
of the tremendous decline in prices, 
purchasing officials should be able 
to buy during the next year, the 
Same quantity as in 1930-31, at a 
saving of approximately $1,200,000. 
Moratorium ov Salary Increase. 

“Scheolosalaries—App cwoximately 
1500 employes of the schools would 
receive autonratic salary increasrcs 
next year. A one-year moratori- 
um on salary increases would save 
$250,000. 

“Other salaries—During 1930-31, 
approximately 800 persons were ap- 
pointed to positions under control 
of the city which, at the end of a 
year’s service, were scheduled to 
pay increases amounting to $84,- 
000. Assuming that appointments 
made during 1931-32 were slightly 
fewer in number, approximately 
$80,000 could be saved by ‘freezing’ 
such salaries during the coming 
fisecal year. A policy, of no salary 
increases in units of local govern- 
ment not under control of the city 
or schools would mean a further 
decrease in expenditures. 

Would Leave Vacancies Unfilled. 

‘“Appointments—Last year there 
were 1508 vacancies in the _ city 
service caused by separations for 
various reasons. If no new ap- 
pointments were made to fill such 
vacancies or to add to the number 
of employes, except in extremely 
urgent circumstances, at least 
$200,000 could be saved. Through 
the co-operation of the Efficiency 
Board, it should be possible~effi- 
ciently to transfer surplus employes 
betweén departments to meet sea- 
sonal and temporary demands for 
extra help. 

“Street Cleaning—Expenditures 
for cleaning paved streets and al- 
leys amounted to approximately 
$650,000 in 1930-31. A large part 
of the work was done by hand 
methods and antiquated horse- 
drawn equipment, and part by a 
private company which was paid 
$112,200. The cost of street clean- 
ing was nearly $600 per mile per 
year for the entire 1100 miles of 
paved streets and alleys in the city. 
Many other cities clean their streets 
at a cost of $200 to $400 per mile. 
A more extensive use of efficient 
methods should save at least $150,- 
000. 

The proposed savings do not rep- 
resent all that is possible, the re- 
search bureau's bulletin indicates. 
On this subject the bureau says:

way Commission power to regulate or prohibit ad- 
vertising signs on highway rights-of-way, but this, 
of course, does not prevent advertisers from hawking 
their wares from adjacent private property. For two 
reasons, the regulation of billboards has become 
desirable as a matter of public policy: (1) They de 
stroy roadside beauty and (2) they operate frequently 
as a traffic hazard by obscuring vision at intersec 
tions and by distracting attention from danger and 
warning signals. 
Missouri's course has been charted by other states. 
In New Jersey, billboards must be licensed and must 
pay a tax of 3 cents per square foot. They cannot 
be erected within 600 feet of an intersection. In 
Connecticut, Massachusetts and Vermont, before any 
agency can erect commercial advertising signs, it 
must be licensed by state authorities at certain an- 
nual fees, and if it does not reside in the state a 
bond must be furnished. Connecticut originally im- 
| posed « tax of 3 cents per square foot, but outdoor 
advertisers induced the Legislature to repeal it for an 
annual $100 license fee, with additional fees amount- 
ing roughly to 1 cent a square foot, and a limitation 
of size to 900 square feet. Massachusetts passed a 
constitutional amendment permitting control of bill- 
boards, but legislation under it is tied up by legal 
action. Among other things, the legislation forbids 
signs within 50 feet of highways. Vermont levies 
an annual license fee of 3 cents per square foot. 
Heavy fines are provided in all three states for 
violation. 
Missouri might adopt a law from a composite pic- 
ture of the legislation that has gone before, with

THE BULLS AND THE BEARS. . 

Selling stocks short in the present circumstances 
when the administration is straining every nerve and 
resorting to expedients in 10 figures to stop deflation , ; 

In our 
judgment, he exaggerates the evils of short selling, 
but we think it will be salutary to investigate the 
stock market as a whole. The bear is not the only 
dangerous animal in the exchange corral.

It is the unanimous judgment of the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee that any investigation 
of stock exchange operations should be thorough and 
complete; it has received the Senate’s authority to 
conduct a sweeping inquiry into the buying as well 
as the selling of stocks on all the exchanges. Public 
opinion will, we believe, approve that procedure. 
The stock exchange 1s, without doubt, a necessary 
marketing agency, with a legitimate function to per- 
form; but nobody will contend that it was perform- 
ing a legitimate function in the boom of the “Cooi- 
idge market.” The utility magnates, for conspicuous 
example, poured so-called securities on the public in 
an almost endless flood in gay disregard of the assets 
back of their paper.

House Committee Votes 15-to 
9—Revenue of $60,000,- 
000 a Year Likely. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 56.—The 


House Ways and Means Committee 
today agreed by a vote of 15 to 9 
to impose an excise tax of one cent! 


a gallon on petroleum imports. 

The levy is expected to bring in 
$60,000,000 annually. It is half of 
the amount of tax asked for by 
proponents of the levy. At pres- 
ent oil imports do not bear an ex- 
cise tax. 

There remain several other excise 
tax proposals and the administra- 
tive provisions of the estate tax to 
be disposed of, but there is hope 
that the committee will finish its 
work today. 

The administration is preparing 
to issue a statement of its views 


immediately after the bill is com- 
pleted. 

The oil levy would apply on fuel, 
crude oil and gasoline.and would 
amount to 42 cents a barrel. In- 
dependent oil producers in the 
Mid-Continent field had asked for 
a tax totaling 84 cents a barrel. 

Tobacco and tobacco products 
bearing the regular revenue taxes 
are to be exempt from the 2% per 
cent manufactures’ sales tax along 
with plain foods, church equipment, 
seeds and fertilizer. 

As the nearly completed bill now 
gtands the normal tax on indivH- 
ual incomes will be two per cent 
for. the first $4000; four per cent 
for the second $4000, and six per 
cent on incomes above $8000. The 
surtax begins on incomes of $10,- 
000 at the rate of one per cent and 
is graduated up to 40 per cent on 
those in excess of $100,000. 

The corporate income tax was 
increased from 12 to 13 per cent. 

Thé new gift tax <“——e On,,be- 
gins with one and. one-half er 
cent on. those less than $50,000 and 
is graduated-up to 30 per cent for 
those-of. $49,000,000 and over, with 
$100,000 exemption allowed for 
gifts to charitable and other or- 
gariizations.

HOROWITZ BRILLIANT 
AS SYMPHONY SOLOIST 


Orchestra Under Vladimir 
Golschmann Features Deems 
Taylor Composition. 


_ By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


LADIMIR, EFOROWITZ, the 
V rtssien pianist, gave his usual 
exhibition of dazzling virtuosi- 
tty when he appeared with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra yester- 
day afternoon as soloist. Mr. Horo- 
witz played the third Rachmaninoff 
concerto. It was a brilliant and 
highly affecting performance, 

Mr. Horowitz is a_ sensational 
pianist in a strict sense of the 
word. His playing has such a dis- 
turbing effect on the nerve ends 
that any sort of reasoned apprecia- 
tion of his performance becomes 
very difficult. While it is going on, 
the casual listener finds himself 
being passed from one climax to 
another in such a way that the 
periods in between seem to be de- 
signed merely for the purpose of 
allowing slight respites to the sen- 
sory apparatus and not to play any 
important part in building up the 
music into an organic whole, 

Though his equipment is such as 
to encompass any conceivable ef- 
fect on the piano and though his 
performance always maintains a 
rough correspondence with the lit- 
eral requirements of the score, one 
retains only the contrasts. The iIn- 
termediate shades of the music dis- 
appear in retrospect and the whole 
thing is resolved into a_ kind of 
black and white poster. 

Since he happened to be playing 
the Rachmaninoff concerto, one 
can hardly complain of desecration. 
Any treatment tending to inject 
some sort of fresh significance into 
the faded romanticism of that piece 
should be welcome. But even un- 
der the flagellant touch of Mr. 
Horowitz, it always reminded one 
of horsehair sofas and your great- 
aunt's. collection of sea-shells. 

As an encore Mr. Horowitz played 
a Chopin Mazurka and an excerpt 
from Stravinsky's ‘“Petrouchka.” 
The later was a bit of fireworks 
that made the whole afternoon 
worth while for its pungency, vivid- 
ness and bizarre humor became all 
the more so under his dashing as- 
sa ult. 

The orchestra under Vladimir 
Golschmann—Vladimir the First— 
was in excellent form and beldly 
seconded every motion made by the 
soloist. Moreover when on its own 
it played with a stimulating preci- 
sion and spirit. The chief orches- 
tral number on the program was 
Deems Taylor’s.““Through the Look- 
ing Glass” suite. Instrumental 
craftsmanship of a high order and 
a very respectable melodic inven- 
tion was revealed by this score. The 
performance was thoroughly sym- 
pathetic. . 

The orchehtra also gave intelli- 
gent and skillful .performances of 
the “Roman Carnival’ overture by 
Belioz and Honnegger’s famous lo- 
comotive rhapsody, “Pacific 231.”

Leadership of the movement of 
outstate Democrats to prevent un- 
limited instructions to the Missouri 
delegation to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in Chicago to 
vote for former United States Sen- 
‘ator James A. Reed for the presi- 
dential nomination has been taken 
by former  Lieutenant-Governor 
Wallace Crossley of Warrensburg, 
who has sent out an ‘appeal for the 
election of State Convention dele- 
gates directed to oppose unlimited 
instructions. 

Crossley is not objecting to a 
Reed-instructed delegation. On the 
contrary, he supports the plans of 
Reed’s friends to the extent of fa- 
voring a unit Missouri vote in the 
convention so long as it may ap- 
pear that Reed has a chance of 
nomination. But he vigorously op- 
poses tying the delegation, as he 
puts it, “hand and foot.” b 

Crossley, who is editor of the 
Warrensburg Star-Journal, pub- 
lished his appeal in the editorial 
column of his newspaper Thursday, 
and then mailed reprints of it to 
Democrats throughout the State. 

Suggestion at Meeting. 

The first suggestion of limiting 
the Reed instructions came from 
rural Democrats at the meeting of 
the State Committee in Jefferson 
City Monday, and while the matter 
did not come formally before the 
committee, it was much discussed 
in preliminary conversations. There 
was no leadership for the move- 
ment there, however. 

Four years ago the Missouri dele- 
gation to the Houston convention 
were irrevocably bound to Reed, 
and, discovering long before Reed 
would admit it even to himsel fthat 
he had no chance, the delegates 
fretted under their instructions, 
which, made a part of the State 
platform by the State convention, 
were: 

“We instruct the Missouri dele- 
gates to the National Democratic 
conventicn to vote as a unit for the 
nomination of Senator James A. 
Reed so long as his name is before 
the convention and until personal- 
ly released by him.” 

“The spirit of harmony is in the 
air,” Crossley wrote in his editorial, 
“and the democracy of Missouri is 
evidently disposed to go to the 
convention, under the banner of 
James A. Reed fighting valiantly 
for the eminent Kansas Cityan so 
long as there seems to be a chance 
for his nomination. This is as it 
should be. Not merely a compli- 
mentary vote but balloting solidly 
for Reed so long as he has a 
chance. 

Delegates as Pawns. 

“Suppose, however, that after a 
few ballots Reed's strength wavers, 
or fails ‘o increase. Will the Sen- 
ator expect the Missouri delega- 
tion to go into the ditch with him? 
Surely the State democracy in con- 
vention assembled at St. Louis will 
not be asked by Senator Reed or 
his friends to send its representa- 
tives to Chicago under a set of in- 
structions that would make them 
merely pawns to be moved about 
and voted at the direction of Sen- 
ator Reed. We don't believe that 


1 Reed will thus seek to tie the dele- 


gation hand and foot, or to make 
of the -1en and women who repre- 
sent the party in Missouri a set of 
automatons. 

“Such a demand will go far 
toward upsetting the harmony now 
prevailing and would meet with a 
decidedly undesirable reaction, all 
over Missouri, Senator Reed has 
had a wonderful career. He has 
been foremost in the councils of the 
nation. He has been given all he 
ever asked of the Missouri democ- 
racy and in 1928 at Houston the 
delegation cast no vote but for 
Reed. This should not be permit- 
ted to happen again, and such loy- 
alty may not be expected of 40 
Democrats, fitted to represent Mis- 
souri. 

“At Chicago the next President of 
the United States will be named. 
It may be Roosevelt, Baker, Gar- 
ner, It may be that Senator Reed's 
strength will make him a real con- 
tender. Who knows? In any event 
the Missouri delegation, failing to 
land its first choice, should be giv- 
en a free hand in the remainder ot 
the balloting so that this state may 
be counted, so that the voice of 
Missouri may be heard in the 
choosing of the Democratic stan@- 
ard-bearer. That is fair play to all 
concerned and if we understand the 
temper, the yearnings, the ideals. 
the intentions of Missouri Demo- 
crats, they will send their: delegates 
to Chicago under instructions to 
vote for James A. Reed so long as 
he has a chance for the nomina- 
tion, that chance fading, to repre- 
sent as best they can the sentiment 
of the party back home in making 
& second or successive choice. The 
obligation, the duty to Senator Reed 
will be met, party responsibility 
will be discharged and party har- 
mony maintained.” 

In sending a reprint of the edi- 
torial to party leaders, Crossley

MISS MARGARET BROWN, 
TEACHER FOR 40 YEARS, DIES 


Daughter of Former U. S. Senator 
and Governor of Missouri; 
Member of Artists’ Colony. 


Miss Margaretta Gratz Brown, 
artist and teacher of art and art 
history at Roosevelt High School, 
died at Barnes Hospital yesterday 
afternoon of complications result- 
ing from a sit.us infectioa. She had 
been ill about three weeks. Miss 
Brown, who was 62 years old, and 
resided at 421 Lake avenue, had 
been a teacher im high schools here 
for 40 years. 

She was born in 8t. Louig on 
May 6, 1869, the daughter of the 
late B. Gratz Brown, who was suc- 
cessively a member of the Legisla- 
ture, United States Senator, Gov- 
ernor of Missouri and candidate for 
Vice President on Horace Greeley’s 
ticket. Miss Brown was graduated 
from the old St. Louis Normal 
School for teachers in 1889, and 
then studied at Pratt Institute, She 
became a substitute teacher at 
Central High School on Feb. i, 
1892, and later taught at Yeatman, 
Soldan and McKinley high schools. 
She had been a head assistant at 
Roosevelt High since 1925. 

Miss Brown maintained a sum- 
mer residence at Provincetown, 
Mass., in an artisis’ colony, and her 
paintings have been exhibited here 
often. She belonged to the Society 
of Independent Artists. Two sisters 
and a brother: survive—Mrs, Leslie 
Dana of Brentmoor Park and Miss 
Violet Gratz Brown and Robert 
Pruce Brown of New York. The 
funeral was held this afternoon, 
from the residence, with burial in 
Oak Hill Cemetery, Kirkwood, 
where Gov. Brown is interred.
